SUBJECT: TOP HOODLUM PROGRAM - ANTI-RACKETEERING 


Reference is made to Bureau letter dated November 26, 
1957, concerning the meeting of hoodlums at Apalachin, New York. 


Effective immediately, every office having top hoodlum 
files will open an active investigation on each top hoodlum. The 
individuals to be investigated will also Specifically include all 
of those in attendance at the Apalachin, New York, meeting, the 
identities of whom have previously been made available to the 
responsible offices. The caption of the case will include the 
top hoodlum's name and aliases and the character will be Anti- 
Racketeering. The office opening the investigation will be origin 
as to that case and will designate two copies of each investigative

report for the Bureau, two copies to the New York Office, two 
copies to each office having investigative leads, and one copy 
under existing Bureau rules for any office to which the report 

is sent for information purposes. The reason for the latter 
designation should be set forth in the prescribed manner. Within 
two days of the receipt of this communication, each office will 
submit a letter to the Bureau, with copies for New York, identify- 
ing each investigative case opened, showing the complete title, 
including aliases, together with the character, the date of birth 
and the last known address. Should any office wish to add to or 
delete from the current list of top hoodlums because of recently 
changed conditions, the said letter should explain the additions 
or deletions and the reasons therefor. The initial report in 
each case will be submitted no later than 30 days from the date 
of this communication. 


FORMAT OF THE INVESTIGATIVE REPORT 


Each investigative report will contain the following 
captious: 


(A) Personai History and Background 


This should include the date of birth, education, 
employment, marital status (including date and place of marriage 
or marriages and maiden name of wife and of former wives), residences 
and close relatives, particularly any relatives closely associated 
with him in his reported activities. Concerning persons of foreign 
birth, the date and place of birth and citizenship must be 
specifically established through available recorded data. 


(B) Criminal Record 


Although the subject may have an FBI identification 
record, it will be necessary to obtain the complete disposition of 
each known arrest and to examine the court records pertaining to 
the specific arrest. For example, while the initial arrest may 
have been for & major felony offense, the conviction may reflect 
a reduced charge. An examination of the court records may reveal 
information concerning other persons who were not prosecuted. 
Police records may also reveal pertinent information. 


In each instance of incarceration, the prison records 
should be thoroughly reviewed for pertinent information. Parole 
and probation records should receive similar attention. 


The attorney of record in connection with each arrest 
and conviction should be ascertained and indications of close 
association should be fully explored. 
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(C) Associates 


Since each top hoodlum undoubtedly bas subordinates 
carrying on legal and illegal operations under his direction, it 
will be necessary to fully identify and describe the activities 
of these persons. A proper knowledge of the associates will permit 
ascertainment of his current activities and will indicate the best 
method of infiltrating his organization. 


The subject of this investigation will be known to associate 
with other top hoodlums, both within your division and in other 
sections of the U. S. The nature of this association must be fully | 
investigated and reported. | 


(D) Criminal Activities 


Many of these hoodlums, over the years, will have been 
engaged ina variety of legitimate and illegitimate activities. 
Under this caption, there should be set forth the complete back- 
ground history of his prior criminal activities, as well as his 
current criminal activities, appropriately broken down into sub- 
captions; for example, prostitution; narcotics; gambling (sub- 
divided as to bookmaking, lotteries, basketball and football pools, 
coin operated gambling devices, dice games, card games, roulette, 
horse racing, etc.); illegal union activities; illicit alcohol; 
fencing of merchandise, including that moving in interstate commerce; 
hi-jacking; interstate transportation of stolen property violations; 
fraud against the government violations, etc. The above list 
is not restrictive and can include other subcaptions as developed 
by investigation. 


(E) Legitimate Enterprises 


Much of the money secured through illegal operations is 
funneled by the hoodlum into ostensibly legitimate enterprises. 
It is exceedingly important to be able to trace the movement of 
this money from the illegal enterprise into the so-called legitimate 
enterprise. Therefore, complete information should be developed 
concerning the identities of these operations, such as dress 
manufacturing, trucking, liquor, hoteis, non-alcoholic beverages, 
etc. Each enterprise shall be the subject of a separate subcaptior, 
giving complete details concerning the identity of the fronts 
operating this enterprise and the extent of its operation. All 
available public records concerning the enterprise should be 
examined. 


The initial movement into the legitimate field may have 
been accomplished by intimidation, threats, extortion, or by misuse 
of union activities, as well as by legally purchasing an interest 
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Letter to New York 
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therein. Having established a legal enterprise, illegal activities 
Such 28 restraint of trade may have been employed in gaining 
dominance. e 


Upon receipt of your initial communication to be submitted 
within two days of receipt of this letter, the Bureau will take 
appropriate steps to obtain available copies of income tax returns 
of the individuals listed. When they have been obtained, they will 
be forwarded to you. The same procedure will be followed automatical- 
ly at the Bureau in connection with any names Subsequently listed 
so that the field office will not need to make specific requests of 
the Bureau. 


(F) Places of Amusement or Hangouts Frequented 
Ee OF Hangouts Frequented 


Many illegal operations are conceived and planned in 
places frequented by hoodlums which are also open to the public, 
such as night clubs, hotels, bars, and, therefore, it is essential 
to develop which places the Subject frequents. Appropriate coverage 
Should thereafter be secured. Consideration must be given to the 
employment of appropriate investigative techniques concerning 
conveyances regularly used by the hoodlums. 


(G) Travel 


A continuous knowledge of the movements of these hoodlums 
is essential. 


Coverage should be such that their travel plans will be 
known, in order that the interested offices can be immediately | 
notified and steps taken by them to effect appropriate coverage. i 


(H) Personal Habits and Peculiarities | 
————M— 5 And recuiiarities | 


À knowledge of the personal habits, likes and dislikes, 
hobbies, and female companions of top hoodlums may assist the 
investigating agents in properly evaluating the most effective 
investigative techniques to be employed. Specific reference should 
be made as to whether the hoodium is to be considered dangerous 
because he customarily carries a revolver, blackjack, knife, or 
any other weapon. Many of these top hoodlums have bodyguards, 
either with them or discreetly covering them. 


Information should be included as to the type of 
neighborhood in which the Subject resides. The physical layout 
of his place of abode should be secured, including photographs 
where possible. 
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(I) Physical Descriptions and Photographs 


Physical descriptions must be complete. A recent 
photograph and descriptive information should be obtained and 
forwarded to the New York Office. The New York Office will 
prepare a top hoodlum mug file which will contain the photographs 
of all persons under investigation in this program. Appropriate 
dissemination of the photographs will be made to each division 
by the New York Office so that each division will have the 
photographs of all hoodlums involved. 


GENERAL OBSERVATIONS 


Undeveloped leads should be set out in accordance with 
existing regulations in each investigative case pending in this 
program, ` 


A separate case file will be opened on each violation 
within the Bureau's jurisdiction developed during the course of 
your investigation and such investigation will be conducted indepen- 
dent of this program. 


With reference to new information developed which is 
of interest to other agencies not within our investigative 
jurisdiction, both local and Federal, you should prepare in 
memorandum form to be submitted to the Bureau for review 
material which you desire to transmit to those agencies. An 
original and copy of such blank memorandum should be submitted. 
If approved, the copy will be returned to your office marked, 
"Approved for transmittal to interested agency." Upon receipt of 
Bureau approval, you will prepare a letter of transmittal forward- 
ing such information to the interested agency. 


Investigative reports under the Top Hoodlum Program will 
not be disseminated. In view of this the instructions contained 
in SAC Letter No. 57-39 (I) 7/2/57, providing that information 
from criminal informants should not be set out in investigative 
reports, will not be applicable. Therefore, pertinent information 
from criminal informants should be set forth in the body of the 
report with use of T symbols. An informant sheet, as the last page 
of copies of the report designated for the Bureau, should identify 
the informants. This exception does not apply to a case opened 
to investigate a specific substantive violation discovered: 
during the course of the main top hoodlum investigation. 
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SUMMARY INVESTIGATIVE REPORTS 


Within forty days from the receipt of this communication, 
each field office, having more than one top hoodlum, will submit a 
summary report captioned, "Activities of Top Hoodlums in the 
Field Division, Anti-Racketeering." Copies will be designated as 
follows: 2 copies, origin (office submitting report); 2, Bureau; 
2, New York Division; 2 to each office to whom undeveloped leads 
have been directed. There will be no need to disseminate copies 
of these summaries to auxiliary offices for informational purposes 
since each office will subsequently receive a summary of the 
national situation to be prepared by the New York Office. 


The format of this summary will consist of criminal 
activities immediately subcaptioned as to the type of criminal 
activities in which the hoodlums in your division have engaged. 
For example, you will summarize the activities of all hoodlums 
individually reported on as to prostitution. Said summary is to 
reflect an analysis of such activities on the part of these hood- 
lums within the confines of your division. After summarizing all 
of the criminal activities, your next main caption will be, 
"Legitimate Enterprises." Similarly, summarize the activities 
of these hoodlums in their legitimate operational field, such as 
dress manufacturing, trucking, liquor, hotels, etc. It is intended 
that this report will be an analysis cf the activities of these 
hoodlums within your division. Each category shail commence on a 
separate page. 


An analysis of the information developed in your office 
may disclose possible connections of persons in your territory with 


individuals in other areas. In order to establish any such relations 


it will be necessary to set forth undeveloped leads on the basis of 
your summary report so that a full and complete picture can be 
obtained. You will set appropriate deadlines and follow auxiliary 
offices. 

The New York Division, after receipt of the appropriate 
data, will analyze the material and prepare a national summary. 
This national summary report, which is to be submitted to the Bureau 
within two weeks of the date set for submission of the summaries 
from offices having top hoodlum investigations, will contain a 
succinct summary on a nation-wide basis of the information developed 
in each of the categories herein described and will be furnished to 
all offices. Through this national summary, it is anticipated that 
there will be readily available an accurate resume of the activi- 
ties and tie-ins of hoodlums and also accurate data as to the 
existence and scope of operation of any so-called criminal 
syndicate, such as the Mafia. In instances where the national 
summary shows need for additional specific investigation in order 
to fully develop the ramifications of hoodlum activities and those 
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of any hoodlum-dominated organization, appropriate leads should 
be set forth by the New York Office. 


All undeveloped leads are to be given preferred and 
expeditious attention and it will be the responsibility of the 
office setting out the leads to insure that appropriate deadlines 
are set. All summary reports must contain a table of contents 
and an index of persons mentioned therein. 


In addition to the foregoing, the New York, Boston, 
Pittsburgh, Philadelphia, Miami, Newark, Chicago, Los Angeles, 
and Washington Field Divisions, as well as all offices having 
as subjects persons who attended the Apalachin, New York, meeting, 
are to submit to the Bureau a weekly airtel reflecting the progress 
of the investigation and any information of interest developed. 
These weekly airtels are to be submitted for six weeks, beginning 
December 9, 1957. Of course, all offices shouid submit any perti- 
nent information of particular interest or significance to the 
Bureau by whatever means of communication the circumstances dictate. 





The above instructions are furnished to you in order 
that you will be cognizant of our objectives in this program and 
so that the information developed will be submitted in a uniform 
manner. It is obvious that ingenuity, initiative, good judgment, 
and alertness will be necessary in order that this program will ۱ 
be effectively administered. It will be necessary to utilize ۱ 
personnel presently assigned to your office and immediate 
consideration should be given to the proper assignment in order 
to implement this program. Existing Bureau instructions must be 
fully complied with in the utilization of highly confidential 
Sources or microphone surveillances. No request for technical 
coverage will be considered. In view of the type of individuai 
involved in these investigations, each office should be fully 
apprised of the dangerous propensities of the subjects and this 
Should be called to the attention of all agents investigating 
these cases and auxiliary offices in order that proper precautions 
can be taken. 


You must realize that the success of this program will 
depend to a large extent upon the ability of your office to 
obtain information from live informants. It will be incumbent 
upon you to make full utilization of existing informants and to 
be constantly alert both to the need and opportunity of developing 
new informants during the course of investigation. 


I cannot emphasize too strongly the fact that it is 
imperative the Bureau be in a position at the earliest possible 
tine to identify this criminal element, their illegal and legal 
activities, and to be fully cognizant of their complete activities, 
taatudine any nronosed meetings, conferences, or plans.

VITO AIELLO, a member of the organization and a bartender, is 
generally believed to be the one who shot and killed JACK ENEA 
two or three years ago.  AIELLO commits other crimes for the 
organization when directed but has not as yet been convicted 
of any crimes. 


F. JOHN AIELLO 


JOHN AIELLO is a member of the organization, brother of VITO, 
and also a bartender who handles any crimes delegated to him 

by the organization and is believed to have been involved in the 
killing of JACK ENEA. 
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G. SAM DI MAGGIO 


SAM DI MAGGIO, presently serving a term at Wisconsin State 
Prison, Waupun, for burglary, was a member of the organization 
but was kieked out after being convicted for burglary. PGI 
pointed out that the organization demands that its members 
have clean records. $0 that the police department will not put 
the "heat" en them. 


H. NICK GENTILI 


NICK GENTILI is not a member of the organization but a representa-

He 
advised that they will not allow anyone to be a member of the 
organization who has a eriminal record as such an individual 
would draw attention to the organization and would put "heat" 
on it. He stated that any member of the organization oan be 
called om at any time to handle any sort of criminal work for 
the organization and must do the job ordered. He further advised 
that if you are a member of the organization in one town you may 
go to any city in the United States, contact members of the 
organization in that city, and be protected, He stated that a 
member, when he goes to another city, must report to the organiza- 
tion there and must advise his local organization before he 
proceeds to the other city. He stated that there are also 
. individuals known as "representatives" who ave not actually 
members of the Italian organization but who pay protection to a 
member of the organization, are considered representatives, and 
receive protection through the Italian organization in any city 
they may go to. 


He advised that the Milwaukee organization, as well as all 

Such organizations in Wisconsin, is under direct orders from 

the Italian organization in Chicago which is headed by TONY 
ACARDO. He further advised that ACARDO attends the yearly 
meeting of the Milwaukee organization at the Casa Columbia House

He stated that the organization is so powerful with local law 
enforcement agencies and district attorneys! offices that they 
can protect members they so desire and can cause the prosecution 
of hoodlums they figure have outlived their usefulness.

As has been observed previously, success of 
the Top Hoodlum Program depends largely upon the 
development and utilization of live informants. 
Complete criminal informant coverage of Top Hoodlum 
subjects is particularly desirable in view of the 
great notoriety most of them have received. This 
notoriety obviously makes more difficult the employ- 
ment of many standard investigative techniques. 


In order that each office will remain alert 
۱ to the need and desirability of developing informant 
coverage on a continuing basis, the following in- 
structions are being issued: 


In each investigative report submitted by the 
office of origin on a Top Hoodlum subject, the criminal 
informants, including potentials under development, 
should be listed on the administrative pages under 
the caption "Criminal Informant Coverage." In addition 
to listing those informants and potentials already 
being utilized, you should set forth a short state- 
ment indicating further steps contemplated to increase 
coverage. This statement should include the names 
of additional persons under consideration for contact 
as potential criminal informants, their relation 
to the subject's activities, and the type of infor- 
mation that may be expected from them.

Technical High School, advised that records of the school 
disclosed that HAROLD KLEIN transferred there from North Division 
High School in February, 1936, but never finished the high 
school course, since he left school in June, 1936, allegedly 
to take a trip. تست تسا‎ said there was no indication that 
KLEIN had transferre o any other school or that he had ever 
finished the high school course. 


3. Military Service 


AT ST. LOUIS, MISSOURI 


On February 17, 1958, the Army service record of 
HAROLD KLEIN, ASN 36247688, was reviewed by IC 
at the Department of Defense, Military Personnel Records Center. 
This disclosed that he was inducted in the U. S. Army Enlisted 
Reserve Corps on June 26, 1942, and entered on active duty in 
the U. S. Army on July 8, 1942, at Ft. Sheridan, Illinois. He 
was honorably discharged on October 6, 1945, as a sergeant at 
Ft. Sheridan, Illinois, by reason of demobilization. The records 
showed no indicatióh;of reserve service other than that set 
forth above, nor did it réflect any courts-martial or absence 
without leave.  KLEIN's character and efficiency ratings ranged 
from unknown to excellent. The record further showed that KLEIN 
served in the Pacific Theater operations from January 27, 1944, 
to September 27, 1945, and participated in the battles and 
campaigns of New Guinea, Southern Philippines and Luzon. He was 
awarded the Good Conduct medal, the Asiatic-Pacific Theater 
ribbon with three battle stars, the Philippines Liberation 
ribbon with one battle star and two overseas service bars. 


The above record set forth KLEIN's birth date as 
August 21, 1919, at Milwaukee and his parents' names as LOUIS 
and CELIA KLEIN, 3203 North 8th Street, Milwaukee.  KLEIN's 
military occupation was listed as athletic director. 


AT MILWAUKEE, WISCONSIN 


On March 24, 1958, HAROLD KLEIN advised Special Agents 
CLARK E. LOVRIEN and RICHARD C. THOMPSON that he had, while 
serving in the Pacific Theater, become athletic director for the 
whole Pacific Theater and worked out of the headquarters of 
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General Douglas MacArthur. KLEIN also stated that when it came 
time for his return to the U. S. for discharge, he was temporarily 
assigned to CID so that he could return to this country with | 

a military prisoner who was to be delivered to Mc Neil Island 
Penitentiary. KLEIN said he turned: this prisoner over to 
military authorities at Tacoma, Washington, and then proceeded 

to Ft. Sheridan, where he received his discharge. 


4, Employment (Present) 
a. L. Klein & Sons, Inc. 


On January 13,.1958, records of Dun and Bradstreet 
reflected a report dated March 16, 1955, captioned L. Klein & 
Sons, Inc., and Klein Auto Sales. Addresses of these enterprises 
were given as 1134 to 1148 West Bruce Street, and 2880 North 
ord Street, Milwaukee. The record further disclosed that this 
firm commenced operation in 1934, but was not incorporated 
until 1946 under the laws of the'State of Wisconsi 
HAROLD KLEIN, age 33, was listed as president, b6 

and LOUIS KLEIN, age 72, BEC 
aS vice-president. The business was described as purchase and 
sale of scrap iron,and metal and used cars, the used car lot being 
located at 2880 North 3rd Street. Sales were listed as about 
$200,000 annually. It was noted that officers of the corporation 
declined to furnish financial information to Dun and Bradstreet. 
A further report concerning L. Klein & sons, Inc., dated 
April 17, 1956, stated that. the firm had been inactive since 
October, 1955. .A report dated November 4, 1957, disclosed that 
L. Klein & Sons, Inc. was now operating at 1725 West Canal 
Street with the same persons; the activity of the dormant 
corporation haying been resumed. The 1957 report described the 
business as the purchase and sale of scrap metal at the rate of 
$20,000 a month. | 


On March 24, 1958, HAROLD KLEIN advised Special Agents 
CLARK E. LOVRIEN and' RICHARD C, THOMPSON that he personally 
conducted the scrap metal business at 1725 West Canal Street, 
and was now using the trade style "Klein Industrial Salvage." 
He said that he was not only engaged in the purchase and sale 
of scrap metal, but àlso in the salvage of machinery and 
equipment from industrial firms. He said that this business 
did not involve junk, but rather equipment which could be 
resold for further use.

His 
residence is listed as 8125 South Maplewood, Chicago. The 

Dun and Bradstreet report reflected that the firm was heavily 
in debt and had little cash and business was declining. Also, 
Auto Acceptance and Loan Corporation held a chattel mortgage 

on the equipment in the amount of $11276. In addition there 
were mechanics liens filed against the firm which was thrown 
into involuntary bankruptcy by Broggen Bros., Inc.

The records of 
Dun and Bradstreet further disclosed that the Home Savings 
Bank held chattel mortgages in substantial amounts on equipment 
and cars and the Federal Government had filed tax liens against 
the firm in August and October, 1957, the same totaling approx- 
imately $1200. The Dun and Bradstreet file quoted an article 
from the Milwaukee Journal dated June 27, 1957, to the effect 
tha j ۱ = ry, Inc. had gone into bankruptcy and 
و‎ had been appointed receiver.

article noted that the bankruptcy petition charged that the

On January 22, 1958,[ ss Commissioner, b6 
Wisconsin Motor Vehicle Bureau, made available a copy of a six- ٣ 
page brief submitted by KLEIN Lincoln-Mercury, Inc. under date 
of February 18, 1957. Klein Lincoln-Mercury, Inc., through 
HAROLD KLEIN, MARVIN KLEIN wc petitioned the 
state for renewal of its automobile sales license and pointed 
out some of the circumstances which had arisen between May, 
1955, and December, 1956, that is, the period when Klein Lincoln- 
Mercury, Inc. operated at 1051 East Ogden Avenue, Milwaukee. 

In this statement the KLEINS alleged that they bought the 

parts and equipment of Monart Lincoln: Sales for the sum of 
$28,000, and leased a garage at 1051 East Ogden Avenue, at 

$1750 a month. In addition, they put $15,000 into renovation 

of the building. The statement goes on to say that the KLEINS 
renied à property kitty-cornered from the garage for $160 a 
month, which was to be used for selling used cars; however, 
pressure was exerted by people in the neighborhood with the 
result that the Common Council did not permit the use of the 

lot for the sale of used cars. The KLEINS also alieged that 

it costs $700 a month to heat the garage at 1051 East Ogden 
Avenue, in the wintertime which was $500 a month more than 

they expected. The KLEINS alleged in their statement that 

the above circumstances caused them financial difficulty and 

the lack of a nearby used car lot especially caused difficulty 
in the successful operation of the Lincoln-Mercury agency, since 
used cars accummulated and had to be sold ultimately on the 
wholesale market. The statement also pointed out it was 
necessary to rent a used car lot for $300 a month in the 
vicinity of 21st Street and North Avenue because the lot on 

East Ogden Avenue could not be used for that purpose. The 
statement of the KLEINs also went on to state that they 

obtained financing for their venture from the Home Savings 

Bank, but they put up real estate as collateral in an amount 
equal to, or in excess of, theamounts borrowed. The statement 
pointed out that the Home Savings Bank "floor planned" cars 
purchased by Klein Lincoln-Mercury, Inc., which paid off the 
chattel mortgages on individual cars as the cars were sold. 

The statement admitted that the bank was paid off by checks, 
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which were later made good by future deposits, but the statement 
denied that.there was any fraud or misrepresentation in this 
action, even though the checks held by the bank increased faster 
than the deposits which were made to cover those checks. The 
statement sets forth that the Home Savings Bank "at all times 
had more than enough security to cover the entire indebtedness 
at the bank." The statement alleges that HAROLD and MARVIN 


KLEIN each drew $125 a week for living expenses from Klein | 
Lincoln-Mercury, Inc. | سس ل‎ drew $75 a week, which b6 
was later reduced to $50 a week. The statement also says that b7C 


it was HAROLD KLEIN's intention to return to the scrap iron 
business and to liquidate the indebtedness at the bank; that it 
Was intention to continue in a heating business; 
that MARVIN KLEIN desired to enter a small new car agency, if a 
license could be obtained, so that he, with his brothers, could 
assist in liquidating the indebtedness due the bank. The 
statement petitioned for a license for MARVIN KLEIN (apparently 
so that he could continue the activities of Klein Lincoln- 
Mercury, Inc.)

Gambling (Past) 


On March 24, 1958, Subject advised Special Agents 
CLARK E. LOVRIEN and RICHARD C. THOMPSON that when he was twenty 
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years old he bought into a tavern which was run by an Italian in 
Milwaukee's Third Ward. He said he ran gambling in the back room 
of that tavern for a time and thus became acquainted with many 

of the members of the Italian element in downtown Milwaukee. ۱ 
KLEIN made it a point not to mention names during this conversation. 
He said that he had learned to get along with the Italians and, 
although he was not accepted as one of them, he understood them 
and they understood him. He attributed this relationship to the 
fact that he "stood up to the Italians" when running gambling 

as stated above. Subject said that some Italians tried to 
"muscle" in on his gambling activities shortly after he commenced 
operations and they sent a representation around to tell him 

that he had to pay them or go out of business. KLEIN said that 
he ignored this and continued to operate. He said that he and 

a short Italian associate of his were drinking at a bar on one 
occasion shortly after and were attacked by five hoodlums who 
knocked out Subject's short companion and gave Subject 2 pretty 
fair beating, although he floored a couple of them in the 
process. KLEIN said that he had fought as an amateur and could 
handle himself pretty well, especially in view of the fact that 
he is 6'3" and at that time weighed about 200 lbs., and was in 
good physical condition. KLEIN said that the next day he got 
together some friends who went to call on the person who sent 

the men out to beat up the Subject. Subject said this took his 
opponents by surprise and they were out-manned and might have 
taken a pretty good whipping if they had not decided they would 
not fight at all, Subject said that he did not carry the matter 
any further but dropped the word that he was avilable at his 
place of business at any.time.

"Surveillances," ADRIAN E. MATHIS was observed bringing a gun, 
vhich appeared to be an automatic weapon, into Subject's office 
on February 21, 1958.

Inquiry disclosed it was the 
property of ADRIAN E. MATHIS, who stated that he was a gun 
collector and had two similar guns in the car outside, MATHIS 
readily agreed to exhibiting the three guns to officers of the

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MATHIS also stated that he came to Milwaukee to see the 
Subject because he was trying to collect $7000 which the Subject 
owed him due to the sale to MATHIS by Klein Lincoln-Mercury, 
Inc. of a 1956 Mark II Continental, which had already been 
mortgaged twice by Klein Lincoln-Mercury, Inc. MATHIS said 
that he was surprised to find one day that Commercial Credit, 
to whom Klein Lincoln-Mércury, Inc. had mortgaged the ear, 
repossessed the vehicle thus ineurring.a loss to MATHIS of 
approximately $7,000. MATHIS said that the Subject told hin he 


would make good this loss as soon: ag possible, but Subject had 


done nothing about it to date. MATHIS said that he had financed 

the Continental with General Finance, to whom he is now responsible 
for the amount of the loan. MATHIS further stated that he had known 
the Subject "for years." He said that the Subject and his brothers 
had gone broke in the Klein Lincoln-Mercury Agency, but there 

was too much fraud to permit them to go into bankruptcy. MATHIS 
said that the Subject's brothers were Responsible for the failure 

of Klein Lincoln-Mercury, inc. 


MATHIS also stated that his chief occupation and source 
of income vas his work as special representative for the Holland 
Furnace Company, Holland, Michigan. 


No further interview of MATHIS was conducted on February 
21, 1958, for fear of possible disclosure of the fixed surveillance 
through which it became known that MATHIS brought a gun into the 
Subject's office. MATHIS said that he brought the gun into 
Subject's office simply to exhibit it to Subject who, he thought, 


would like to see it. He said he had no idea of selling it to the 


Subject.
